The magnificent success of the French in the Locre sector 
of 
the 
Flanders battle front Is menacing the grip of the Germans on the all im­ 
portant Kemmel hill, six miles southwest of Ypres. 
French troops gained 
highly important ground in the hill country over a front of 4.000 yards, 
creeping nearer to the heights of Kemmel itself, which the Germans cap­ 
tured at such an enormous cost of human life. While these enterprises are 
called local in comparison with the mighty battles that have been raging 
on the Picardy and Flanders fields, earlier in the war they would have been 
called big engagements. 
Following the rapture of Yille-Sur-Ancre, on the northern end of the 
Picardy front, the British attacked on the southern end of the Flanders 
/.one last night, gaining ground near Merville. 
Duels with Mg guns continue 
over the greater part of the two battle tones. 
North of Albert, in the Hebuterne rone, where many European war 
critics look for the next German blow to fall, there was intense shelling.
